The  daily  average  number  of  patients  main¬ 
tained  in  the  Bedford  Asylum  during  the  year  has 
been  303,  or  an  increase  of  13  over  last  year. 

The  average  number  employed  has  been  180,  or 
a  decrease  of  6,  compared  with  last  year.  The 
average  attendance  at  Chapel  has  been  95,  or  6 
more  than  last  year. 
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The  mortality  in  the  Asylum  has  been  greater 
than  usual,  the  particulars  of  which  will  he  satis¬ 
factorily  explained  by  the  Resident  Medical  Offi¬ 
cer.  The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  has 
been  42,  or  an  increase  of  14  compared  with 
last  year.  This  number  gives  a  per  centage  of 
10.  8.  deaths,  upon  the  total  numbers  who  have 
passed  through  the  Asylum  during  the  year. 

The  Asylum  has  been  regularly  visited  during 
the  year.  The  instruction,  employment,  and 
amusements,  have  been  the  same  as  previously 
recorded,  excepting,  that  the  employment  for  the 
Female  patients,  and  for  the  Male  patients,  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  shoemakers  and  tailors  shops,  has 
been  greatly  increased,  in  consequence  of  all  the 
bedding  and  clothing  for  the  new  Asylum  being 
made  up  by  the  patients  in  this  Asylum. 

The  Committee  have  received  from  Dr.  Finch, 
quarterly  reports  relative  to  the  patients  under 
his  care  belonging  to  the  united  Counties.  In 
the  last  report,  dated  Oct.  1st,  Dr.  Finch  says  “  I 
“  have  the  satisfaction  to  report  that  the  bodily 
“  health  of  the  patients  continues  good,  the  epilep- 
“  tic  patients  are  about  the  same  as  usual,  and  for 
“  the  most  part,  all  the  patients  are  contented 
“  and  comfortable ;  mentally,  there  is  but  little 
“  variation.”  It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  the 
patients  are  the  same  as  those  originally  sent  to 
Fisherton  Asylum,  no  discharge,  death  or  re¬ 
moval,  having  taken  place,  since  their  admission 
in  1857. 
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Dr.  Sherlock,  Resident  Medical  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  tlie  Worcester  Asylum,  reports  upon  the 
30  patients  under  treatment  there,  as  follows. — 
“  The  general  health  of  the  patients  has  been  un- 
“  usually  good,  and  they  have  suffered  less  than 
“  could  have  been  anticipated  from  casual  illness 
“  or  intercurrent  cerebral  disease,  with  which  the 
“  insanity  of  many  is  connected.  The  large  num- 
“  ber  of  severe  cases  of  epilepsy,  amounting  still 
“to  8  of  the  whole  number,  have  suffered  at  in- 
“  tervals  from  severe  attacks  of  that  disease,  and 
“  with  this  exception,  the  health  of  the  others  has 
“been  satisfactory.  The  patients  have  become 
“  accustomed  to  the  economy  and  management  of 
“the  Asylum,  appear  generally  contented  and 
“  comfortable,  and  avail  themselves  of  the  means 
“  of  employment  and  amusement  at  their  disposal, 
“in  quite  as  large  a  proportion  as  those  of  this 
“  county  and  city.  One  death  occurred  during 
“the  year  in  an  epileptic  congenital  idiot,  who 
“  died  after  a  succession  of  violent  fits.  One  case 
“  was  removed  subsequent  to  a  change  in  his  set- 
“  tlement :  the  places  of  both  have  been  filled  up 
“  by  the  admission  of  2  other  patients.  One  pa¬ 
tient  escaped,  but  was  eventually  captured  in 
“  London,  and  brought  back  by  one  of  our  atten- 
“  dants,  without  having  sustained  any  injury. 
“  The  character  of  the  cases  did  not  admit  of  much 
‘ c  prospect  of  reeovery,  and  no  patient  has  been 
“discharged  as  cured;  although  in  one,  there  is 
“  every  reason  to  think  that  he  may  ultimately  be 
“  discharged,  and  be  able  with  some  assistance 
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44  from  liis  Union,  to  maintain  himself.  Live  pa- 
44  tients  never  engage  in  any  employment,  and  25, 
44  are,  with  few  exceptions,  daily  employed  at  out- 
44  door  work,  or  at  some  trade.” 


44  It  will  he  satisfactory  to  the  visiting  Magis- 
44  trates  to  know  that  their  patients  are  less  anx- 
44  ions  and  distressed  about  their  removal  from  the 
44  neighbourhood  of  their  friends,  than  could  have 
44  been  presumed  :  several  of  them  correspond  re- 
44  gularly  with  their  relations,  some  of  whom,  at 
44  intervals,  have  made  enquiries  regarding  their 
44  progress,  or  have  visited  the  asylum  to  see  them.” 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  have  visited  the 
Asylum  twice  during  the  year ;  the  following  are 
copies  of  the  entries  made  by  them  in  the  Visi¬ 
tor’ s  book. 

17th  May,  1859. 

“  We  have  this  day  made  an  extra  visit  to  the  Asylum,  and  have  walked 
“through  the  Wards.  We  found  the  Asylum  generally  in  good  order  and 
“  clean,  and  the  patients  were  in  a  satisfactory  state.  The  numbers  to-day 
“  are  males,  144  ;  females,  158.  An  Inquest  wras  held  this  morning,  upon 
“  the  body  of  a  male  patient,  who  died  during  an  epileptic  fit,  from  suffoca- 
“  tion  ;  no  blame  was  attributed  to  any  person  in  the  Asylum.”

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“  With  the  exception  of  a  suicide  by  strangulation,  of  a  female  patient, 
“  the  assigned  causes  of  deaths,  have  been  of  an  ordinary  character  ;  the 
“  deaths  for  the  most  part,  having  been  from  general  paralysis,  epilepsy,  and 
“  general  debility. 

“The  patients  are  now,  males,  147  ;  females,  156  ;  total,  303. 

“  At  the  time  of  our  visit,  one  female  patient  was  absent  on  trial ;  we  saw 
tc  all  the  remaining  patients,  and  found  them  generally  quiet  and  orderly, 
“  and  otherwise  in  a  satisfactory  personal  condition.  We  were  especially 
“  struck  with  the  tranquil  and  contented  aspect  of  the  worst  class  of  male 
“  patients. 

“  Fifteen  patients,  (11  males  and  4  females)  are  registered  as  under  medi- 
“  cal  treatment  for  bodily  ailments,  principally  paralysis. 

“  The  average  numbers  employed  are  80  males  and  85  females,  total,  165. 
“  About  200  of  the  patients  are  reported  to  be  employed  from  time  to  time. 

“  The  Chapel  attendance  on  Sundays  averages  50  of  each  sex,  the  extent 
“  of  the  accommodation.  Prayers  are  read  in  the  Chapel  every  morning  by 
“  the  Superintendent ;  and  on  Thursday  afternoon  by  the  Chaplain,  who 
<c  also  holds  a  Bible  class  on  Tuesday  evenings,  when  about  18  patients  of 
“  both  sexes,  are  assembled  together. 

“  From  12  to  20  of  the  male  patients  walk  beyond  the  bounds  of  the 
“  Asylun  on  Sunday  afternoons,  and  about  25  patients  of  each  sex  are  taken 
“  out  for  recreation,  to  Regattas,  &c.  The  female  patients  occupied  in  the 
“laundry  department,  walk  out  on  Saturday  afternoons  to  the  number  of  28 
“  or  30. 

“We  found  the  Asylum  throughout  clean,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  in 
“  proper  order. 

“  Taking  into  consideration  the  shortness  of  the  period  during  which  the 
“  patients  will  continue  to  reside  in  the  present  Asylum,  from  whence  we  are 
cc  given  to  understand  they  will  be  transferred  to  the  New  Asylum,  near 
ec  Hitclien  about  February  next,  we  abstain  from  recommending  any  outlay 
“  upon  structural  improvements,  or  a  further  supply  (much  needed)  of  com¬ 
fortable  furniture,  decorations,  and  objects  of  interest.  For  the  same  reason, 
<c  we  do  not  now  suggest  the  laying  out  and  planting  of  the  airing  courts, 
“  which  being  only  gravelled,  have  a  cheerless  aspect. 

“We  think  that  great  credit  is  due  to  Mr.  I)enne  for  his  active  exertions 
“  in  preparing  for  removal  to  the  New  Asylum,  and  providing  for  the  com- 
“  fort  of  the  patients  after  their  transfer.”

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The  average  rate  of  payment  for  the  mainten¬ 
ance,  &c.,  of  patients  during  the  year,  has  been  9 
shillings  and  9  pence,  the  same  as  last  year ;  the 
causes  described  in  the  last  Annual  Eeport  for 
the  high  rate  of  payments,  still  existing. 

The  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  new  Asylum 
having  intimated  that  the  Institution  would  be 
ready  for  the  reception  of  patients  early  next  year, 
the  Committee  of  the  Bedford  Asylum  thereupon 
deemed  it  their  duty  to  take  the  necessary  pre¬ 
paratory  steps  for  giving  it  up.  Accordingly, 
notices  to  all  the  officers  and  servants  of  the  Es¬ 
tablishment  have  been  given,  that  their  services 
will  not  be  required  for  this  Asylum,  after  Lady- 
day  next ;  and  notices  have  also  been  given  to  the 
owners  of  Land  rented  by  the  Committee,  to  quit 
possession  at  Michaelmas  next.  The  ]and  has  been 
cropped,  with  the  intention  of  selling  the  produce 
off,  at  the  proper  time  next  year. 

It  has  been  arranged  between  the  two  Com¬ 
mittees,  that  all  the  books  and  papers  which  may 
be  considered  necessary  to  preserve,  relating  to 
proceedings  previous  to  the  29th  of  September, 
1816  (the  date  of  the  commencemnt  of  the  union 
with  the  County  of  Hertford)  shall  be  deposited  in 
the  Archives  of  the  County  of  Bedford ;  and  that 
the  residue  having  reference  from  the  period  above 
named,  to  the  giving  up  of  the  old  Asylum,  shall 
be  transferred  to  the  new  Asylum,  and  preserved 
in  safe  keeping  for  reference  there. 


The  disposal  by  sale  or  otherwise  of  the  Asylum 
and  premises,  to  the  best  advantage  for  the  County 
of  Bedford,  has  not  escaped  the  attention  of  the 
Committee.  Advertisements  in  the  London  and 
local  Newspapers,  have  been  inserted,  and  enqui¬ 
ries  from  several  quarters  have  been  made ;  These 
Advertisements  will  be  continued,  as  with  an  im¬ 
portant  property,  designed  expressly  for  one  ob¬ 
ject,  and  applicable  to  comparatively  speaking  few 
others,  a  much  longer  period  will  probably  have 
to  be  taken  in  finding  a  purchaser ;  and  the  forcing 
the  property  into  the  public  market,  would,  if  there 
were  no  such  building  and  premises  required  at 
that  particular  period,  tend  to  diminish  the  value. 
Beyond  this,  the  Committee  have  nothing  further 
to  report.

Gentlemen 


I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you,  my  sixth  and 
last  Annual  Report  of  the  state  of  this  Asylum  ;  and  probably 
one  offering  fewer  points  of  interest,  could  never  be  presented 
to  you,  or  one  less  discouraging  from  the  small  amount  of  ac¬ 
tual  relief  obtained  by  those  under  treatment ;  yet  no  year 
could  have  been  more  free  from  casualties. 

The  statistical  Tables  in  appendix  [c]  have  been 
.  carefully  drawn  up,  and  contain  the  various  particulars  of  the 
admissions,  discharges,  and  deaths,  together  with  those  remain¬ 
ing  in  the  Asylum. 

The  daily  average  of  patients  under  treatment 
shews  an  increase  on  the  preceeding  year,  although  the  num¬ 
bers  of  admissions  have  been  less  ;  of  these,  50  were  males,  and 
41  females,  there  being  an  unusual  preponderance  of  the  former. 
The  form  of  mental  disease  was  in  50  mania,  21  melancholia,  14 
imbecility,  1  dementia,  and  8  idiotcy.  The  malady  was  com¬ 
plicated  with  paralysis  in  28  cases,  epilepsy  9,  and  with  a 
suicidal  propensity  in  23. 
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Forty  six  patients  were  discharged  ;  of  whom  32 
were  recovered,  8  relieved,  and  6  removed  to  other  Asylums. 

Forty  two  died  during  the  year;  the  causes  as 
seen  in  table  10,  were  principally  paralysis,  or  from  other  di¬ 
seases  complicated  with  that  disorder. 

The  patients  throughout  the  year,  have  been 
entirely  free  from  epidemic  disease,  notwithstanding  fever  having 
prevailed  in  the  Town  of  Bedford  and  the  surrounding  villages. 

When  compared  with  former  years,  there  has 
been  an  unprecedented  amount  of  paralysis,  not  only  in  the 
admissions,  but  amongst  the  inmates.  Not  that  it  must  be 
looked  upon  as  increasing  in  the  Counties,  but  as  it  may  pos¬ 
sibly  be  seen,  hitherto,  that  this  affection  is  a  more  frequent 
concomitant  to  insanity  than  any  other. 

A  Coroner’s  Inquest  was  holden  on  one  case,  an 
epileptic ;  who,  after  responding  to  the  call  of  the  attendant, 
had  a  fit,  and  was  found  a  few  minutes  afterwards,  with  his 
face  buried  in  the  pillow,  quite  dead. 

No  circumstance  could  have  been  brought  about, 
to  have  exerted  a  greater  amount  of  interest  in  the  patients, 
the  attendants,  and  officers  generally,  than  the  preparations  for 
the  Three  Counties  Asylum,  to  which  one  and  all  have  used 
their  best  endeavours  to  complete,  before  the  opening  of  that 
Institution. 


As  heretofore,  every  opportunity  for  recreation 
and  amusement  has  been  taken  advantage  of,  such  as  walks 
into  the  country,  places  of  entertainment,  and  parties  at  home. 
The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  paid  their  annual  visit  in 
December,  and  reported  favorably  of  the  state  of  the  patients. 

As  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Visitors  will  be 
so  near  the  close  of  this  Asylum,  it  may  be  the  last  opportunity 
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the  officers  and  attendants  may  have  of  expressing  their 
gratitude  and  thanks  for  the  support,  great  courtesy,  and  kind 
feeling,  they  have  ever  received  at  the  hands  of  the  Committee  ; 
and  in  conclusion,  I  must  say,  that  no  one  has  appreciated 
this  with  more  sincere  heartfelt  thankfulness,  than  myself.

Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  my  eleventh 
and  last  Beport.  There  has  been  nothing  unusual  in  the 
routine  of  my  official  duties.  The  regular  services  have  been 
performed,  and  the  visits  to  the  wards  have  been  paid,  as  in 
former  years.  In  a  preceeding  Beport  I  have  acknowledged 
the  importance  of  the  annual  grant  made  for  the  formation  of 
a  Library,  and  the  benefits  which  have  followed  it.  The 
experience  of  another  year  has  only  tended  to  establish  the 
value  of  this  resource  for  the  more  intelligent  patients,  and  for 
such  of  the  attendants  as  choose,  and  there  are  several  such,  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  advantage. 

The  Bible  class  has  had,  even  during  the  winter 
months,  an  average  attendance  of  sixteen.  Luring  the  past 
twelve  months,  I  have,  after  the  Scripture  reading,  devoted  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  or  less,  to  reading  aloud  suitable  selections 
from  our  best  Poets.  Odes  of  Gray,  Cowper,  and  Campbell, 
and  wholo  poems  of  Goldsmith,  Ileber,  and  Parnell,  with 
extracts  from  other  Authors,  have  been  listened  to  with  evident, 
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and  often  warmly  expressed  satisfaction.  The  pleasure  has 
not  been  confined  to  the  hearers,  for  I  can  truly  say  that  I 
have  been  much  gratified  myself  by  the  result  of  this  attempt 
to  instruct  and  interest  them.
